Review  of  Vital  Statistics  1935. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  area  since  the  amalgama¬ 
tion  of  the  two  Urban  Districts  of  Sale  and  Ashton-upon-Mersey. 
Sale  has  now  been  raised  to  the  status  of  a  Borough,  an  honour 
appreciated  by  all  residents  therein. 

The  population  is  increasing  steadily  and  rapidly.  Within 
three  years  the  estimated  population  has  increased  by  5,550. 
The  number  of  inhabited  houses  within  the  same  period  has 
risen  by  1763.  As  the  amenities  of  the  district  are  becoming 
more  and  more  known — not  to  mention  the  comparative  low¬ 
ness  of  the  Rate  and  the  excellent  services  provided— the 
population  will  continue  to  increase,  possibly  at  an  even  quicker 
pace. 
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As  regards  the  birth  rate  this  shows  a  steady  rise  during 
the  last  three  years  which  in  itself  is  satisfactory.  The  birth 
rate  in  1932  was  11.3  per  thousand  per  annum  whereas  in 
1935  it  reached  13.29.  One  can  only  hope  that  this  rise  may 
continue.  On  the  other  hand  it  compares  very  unfavourably 
with  the  birth  rate  for  the  decade  1871-80  the  figure  then  being 
35.4  and  in  1905  the  birth  rate  was  27.2  per  thousand  per 
annum.  Possibly  this  is  not  the  place  to  moralise,  but  it 
requires  very  little  stretch  of  imagination  to  visualise  the  state 
of  the  country  say  in  25  years  hence,  that  is  assuming  that  the 
present  state  of  things  continues.  We  shall  have  a  population 
of  elderly  people  ,with  an  insufficient  supply  of  youth  to  follow 
on.  As  our  burdens  are  not  likely  to  decrease  (e.g.  the  supply 
of  armaments  and  the  personnel  of  the  fighting  services)  the 
outlook  for  the  future  can  hardly  be  called  rosy. 

Our  death  rate  compares  favourably  with  latter  years, 
being  round  about  10  per  thousand  per  annum.  That  for 
England  and  Wales  1935  is  11.7.  It  would  seem  that  the 
expectation  of  life  for  individuals  is  increasing.  No  doubt 
Insurance  Companies  will  notice  this. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  deaths  of  persons 
dying  in  the  district  was  246  and  the  total  of  those  transferable 
from  other  districts  105 — a  rather  high  proportion  “  Trans¬ 
ferable  deaths  ”  are  deaths  of  persons  who  having  a  fixed  or 
usual  residence  in  England  or  Wales  die  in  a  district  other  than 
that  in  which  they  resided. 

Amongst  the  causes  of  death  Cancer  again  ranks  high. 
The  exact  cause  of  this  scourge  is  not  yet  known  and  until  it 
is  known,  research  must  be  carried  on.  It  would  appear  that 
a  contributory  cause  is  the  present  day  rate  of  living — a  great 
number  of  authorities  are  inclined  to  this  view.  Simple  living, 
regular  habits,  moderate  exercise,  less  artificial  amusement, 
good  food  and  good  cooking — all  these  would  tend  to  lessen 
the  incidence  of  Cancer. 

Influenza  has  not  caused  quite  so  many  deaths  during  1935 
as  in  some  previous  years. 

Heart  disease  and  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  account 
for  the  greatest  number  of  deaths. 

Of  the  deaths  due  to  infectious  diseases  Pneumonia  caused 
the  greatest  number,  25  out  of  a  total  of  33,  Diphtheria  6  and 
Measles  2. 

There  were  two  deaths  during  the  year  from  causes 
connected  with  the  puerperim — a  maternal  mortality  rate  per 
1 ,000  live  births  of  4 . 3  and  per  1 ,000  total  births  of  4.1.  There 
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were  12  deaths  recorded  as  due  to  premature  birth,  congenital 
debility  etc.,  which  number  added  to  the  maternal  deaths  makes 
rather  disturbing  reading.  The  whole  question  of  maternal 
mortality  is  under  serious  discussion  in  the  profession  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  sincerely  that  many  useful  suggestions  will  emerge 
therefrom. 

Deaths  from  suicide  and  other  forms  of  violence  number 
together  17  or  in  other  words  4.9%  of  the  total  deaths  during 
the  year.  The  attention  of  all  seriously  minded  social  workers 
is  drawn  to  this  high  rate  because  it  betokens  some  deeply 
rooted  anti-social  elements  in  the  community. 

SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 
Nursing  in  th9  Home. 

This  important  branch  of  Health  Service  is  carried  out 
by  the  District  Nurses  who  are  attached  to  the  Sale  War  Memorial 
Hospital,  and  the  Ashton-upon-Mersey  Hospital  and  Nursing 
Home. 

Extra  nursing  help  is  provided  by  the  Local  Authority 
in  cases  of  emergency.  The  District  Nurses  do  not  attend 
any  Notifiable  Infectious  cases.  Where  it  is  not  practicable  or  in 
the  interests  of  public  health  for  the  latter  cases  to  be  nursed 
at  home  they  arc  sent  to  Monsall  Isolation  Hospital,  Manchester. 

Bacteriological  and  Pathological  examinations  are  made  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  York  Place,  Manchester.  The 
Chester  Royal  Infirmary  are  also  prepared  to  examine  specimens 
particularly  by  arrangement  with  the  Cheshire  Insurance  Com¬ 
mittee  in  regard  to  the  National  Health  Insurance  patients. 

Hospitals. 

There  are  in  the  district  two  excellent  hospitals,  which  are 
maintained  by  voluntary  contributions.  One  is  known  as  the 
Sale  War  Memorial  Hospital,  and  the  other  as  Ashton-upon- 
Mersey  Nursing  and  War  Memorial  Home.  Beds  are  provided 
at  each  of  these  hospitals  for  both  medical  and  surgical  cases. 

Maternity  cases  are  dealt  with  at  both  hospitals.  Each 
of  these  institutions  render  9,  most  valued  service  to  the  district 
and  are  greatly  appreciated. 

In  cases  of  urgency  and  specialised  treatment  the  Man¬ 
chester  Royal  Infirmary  up  to  now  has  been  our  great  stand 
by,  and  too  much  praise  cannot  be  bestowed  on  this  great 
institution  for  the  promptitude  and  efficiency  of  this  service. 
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Many  of  the  street  accidents  which  occur  both  in  and 
near  our  district  are  taken  to  Altrincham  General  Hospital  which 
is  not  far  from  our  district  boundary.  At  this  hospital  a  service 
which  we  greatly  appreciate  is  rendered. 

Infectious  Disease  Hospital. 

Treatment  of  infectious  cases  not  capable  of  being  dealt 
with  at  home  is  given  at  the  Monsall  Isolation  Hospital.  This 
is  done  under  an  agreement  with  Manchester  Corporation,  and 
the  Bucklow  Joint  Hospital  Board  of  which  the  Sale  Borough 
Council  are  a  Constituent  Authority. 

Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate  and  Homeless  Children. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  acting  through  the 
Local  Relieving  Officer  provide  institutional  care  for  these 
persons. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

Two  modern  Motor  Ambulances  are  maintained  by  the 
Council  for  the  conveyance  of  accident  and  non-infectious  cases 
to  and  from  hospital.  Special  ambulances  are  provided  by 
the  Isolation  Hospital  for  infectious  cases. 

Welfare  Centre. 

A  most  valuable  service  is  rendered  by  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre,  and  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the 
Voluntary  Committee.  A  new  Welfare  Centre  has  been  erected 
by  the  Cheshire  County  Council.  The  Health  Visitors  are 
under  the  control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
a  valuable  service  is  rendered  by  them. 


SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

The  Water  Supply. 

The  district  has  a  good  and  adequate  supply  of  water  by 
arrangement  with  the  Manchester  Corporation.  There  have 
been  no  complaints  of  shortage  during  the  past  year. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  with  respect  to  pollution. 
There  are  a  few  streams  in  the  district  which  act  as  land  drains  for 
unbuilt  up  parts.  The  attention  of  some  owners  of  land  abutting 
on  a  part  of  Barrow  Brook  has  been  drawn  to  the  need  for  keeping 
the  streams  free  from  obstructions. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  new  Sewerage  Works  completed,  and  reported  upon 
last  year  is  working  satisfactory,  and  new  sewers  have  been  laid 
as  the  outlying  land  has  been  developed  for  building  of  new 
estates. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  on  the  water  carriage  system 
except  for  a  few  outlying  farms  and  cottages.  During  the  year 
three  privy  middens  and  two  tippler  closets  have  been  con¬ 
verted  to  fresh  water  closets. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  work  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  This 
work  is  done  by  four  modern  type  motor  vehicles  with  covered 
bodies  opening  in  sections.  They  are  all  fitted  with  power 
tipping  gear  and  are  of  the  low  loading  type.  All  bin  refuse 
is  collected  at  least  once  per  week  and  a  large  amount  of  shop 
refuse  is  collected  without  charge. 

We  are  still  continuing  to  press  for  the  abolition  of  those 
obsolete  contraptions  known  as  ashpits,  and  during  the  year 
79  houses  have  been  supplied  with  bins,  and  the  ashpits  con¬ 
verted  to  some  other  use.  The  ashpits  are  emptied  regularly 
at  monthly  intervals,  and  this  work  is  done  by  horse  and  cart. 

The  slogan  “  Burn  your  refuse  and  save  your  rates  ”  would 
be  very  good  advice  to  many  of  the  ratepayers.  The  amount 
of  paper,  and  cardboard  in  each  load  of  refuse  is  far  more  than 
it  need  be.  It  would  help  considerable  if  newspapers  and 
magazines  were  tied  up  in  bundles  instead  of  just  being  rammed 
into  the  dustbins.  The  modern  house  has  much  that  is  to  the 
advantage  of  the  occupier,  but  it  does  tend  to  cause  more  work 
with  regard  to  refuse  collection  and  disposal. 

Dustbins  are  supplied  by  the  Council  at  as  near  cost  price 
as  possible  and  during  the  year  574  have  been  sold  for  renewal 
of  bins  found  to  be  defective.  The  bins  are  standard  size  24" 
X  18"  weight  20 lbs  and  have  been  sold  during  the  year  at  5/- 
each. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping,  and  low  lying  water¬ 
logged  land  is  being  raised  to  become  good  dry  land  suitable 
for  playing  fields  or  other  uses.  No  nuisance  has  arisen  since 
this  method  was  adopted.  Damage  is  done  at  times  by  persons

trespassing  and  disturbing  the  tip  face  or  sides  after  out  work¬ 
men  have  left.  In  most  cases  they  are  unemployed  youths  who 
are  trying  to  make  cigarette  money  by  “  Tatting.”  The  damage 
done  can  easily  be  very  costly  to  the  Council.

During  the  year  two  areas  comprising  95  houses  have 
been  scheduled  as  Clearance  Areas.  The  Ministry  of  Health 
held  an  enquiry  on  December  3rd  and  4th  1935  and  the  Order 
for  one  area  consisting  of  80  houses  has  been  confirmed.  We 
are  waiting  the  report  of  the  Ministry  on  the  East  Ward  No.  2 
Area. 

Shops  Act  1934. 

Under  the  Shops  Act  inspections  have  been  made,  and 
minor  defects  have  been  dealt  with  informally  Increased 
Sanitary  Accommodation  has  been  provided  at  3  shops  Two 
exemptions  have  been  granted  for  sanitary  accommodation 
and  two  for  washing  facilities. 

It  is  not  always  practicable  to  insist  on  separate  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  sexes  where  less  than  five  persons  are  employed. 

The  majority  of  shopkeepers  seem  desirous  of  complying 
as  far  as  practicable  with  the  requirements  of  the  Acts. 
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Smoke  Abatement. 

There  being  no  large  factories  where  steam  is  used  the 
necessity  for  any  action  for  local  smoke  abatement  has  not 
arisen.  The  largest  chimney  in  the  district  is  that  of  the  local 
baths.  All  the  other  factories  except  a  laundry  use  electric 
power. 

Schools. 

Although  not  the  Education  Authority  the  various  schools 
in  the  district  are  inspected  for  sanitary  conditions.  All  the 
schools  are  on  the  water  carriage  system,  but  in  some  cases  the 
closets  are  of  the  trough  type.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
in  two  cases  alteration  to  individual  flushing  type  closets 
is  under  consideration.  The  yard  surfaces  at  some  of  the  schools 
are  not  as  good  as  they  might  be,  and  in  wet  weather  parts 
of  the  school  yard  are  very  muddy  and  hardly  suitable  for 
children’s  playgrounds.

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Vermin. 
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Though  this  is  a  residential  district  it  lias  to  be  admitted 
that  there  arc  houses  where  vermin  lias  been  found,  the  most 
formidable  being  bugs,  and  in  spite  of  treatment  with  insecti¬ 
cides  and  gas  these  pests  seem  to  survive.  The  main  reason 
for  this  is  the  human  element,  because  where  there  is  concerted 
action  and  thorough  cleanliness  even  bugs  can  be  eradicated. 
It  means  continued  effort  on  the  part  of  all  tenants  in  any 
particular  block  of  houses  if  success  is  to  be  assured.  “Where 
there’s  dirt  there’s  danger”  and  clean  houses  do  not  encourage 
vermin  to  stay. 


SECTION  E. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  on  the  Register  25  bakehouses.  These  premises 
are  inspected  by  the  inspectors,  and  at  times  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  The  premises  on  the  whole  are  well  con¬ 
ducted.  In  one  or  twro  cases  observations  have  been  made  where 
necessary.  Lack  of  floor  space  still  continues  to  be  a  factor 
causing  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  place  to  be  more  difficult. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  on  the  Register  9  Licensed  Slaughter  Houses. 
As  the  result  of  having  an  additional  Inspector  it  has  been 
possible  to  keep  a  better  supervision  of  these  places  during  the 
times  when  slaughtering  has  been  carried  on.  By  persuasion 
decided  improvements  have  been  effected  at  one  slaughter 
house  during  the  year. 

The  animals  killed  in  the  area  are  mostly  young  and  of 
good  quality.  The  bulk  of  the  beef  sold  in  the  district  is  brought 
in  ready  dressed  from  the  Manchester  Meat  Market. 

The  butchers’  shops  continue  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  any  formal  action 
to  be  taken  during  the  year.

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Milk  Producers  and  Dealers. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  definite  improvements  have 
been  effected  at  several  cowsheds  and  dairies.  Inducements 
of  course  are  now  offered  by  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  to 
encourage  producers  in  providing  a  definite  standard  of  milk. 
It  would  appear  that  the  producer  is  encouraged  by  the  increased 
price  he  can  get  for  his  milk  and  is  responding  to  the  call  for  a 
higher  standard  of  production  methods. 

We  have  on  the  Register  19  Producers  and  98  purveyors 
of  milk,  of  these  51  have  premises  within  the  district,  27  are 
registered  for  the  sale  of  bottled  milk  and  cream  only,  and  the 
remaining  20  sell  milk  in  the  district  but  their  premises  are 
registered  in  other  areas  ;  of  these 

9  are  licensed  to  sell  Certified  Milk.

Factories  and  Workshops. 

We  have  on  the  Register  54  factories,  38  workshops  and 
4  workplaces,  the  district  is  definitely  residential  and  only  6  of 
these  factories  employ  more  than  20  persons.  The  remaining 
number  consist  of  builders’  workshops,  motor  repair  shops, 
boot  repair  shops,  bakehouses  and  dressmakers. 

The  premises  are  kept  under  constant  supervision,  and 
there  has  been  no  cause  for  any  statutory  action.  In  four 
cases  minor  defects  were  noted,  three  of  these  have  been  remedied 
and  the  fourth  is  receiving  attention.

Infectious  Diseases. 

Concerning  infectious  diseases,  Diphtheria  has  been  a 
serious  menace  to  the  child  population — 36  cases  and  6  deaths 
betokens  a  virulent  form  of  infection,  and  I  would  again  stress 
the  importance  of  immunisation  against  this  disease. 

The  child  of  pre-school  age  is  the  one  that  requires  im¬ 
munisation  more  than  any  other.  If  we  could  immunise  100% 
of  the  children  of  this  age,  then  the  elimination  of  Diphtheria 
from  the  children  attending  school  would  become  a  comparatively 
simple  matter.  The  child  on  reaching  school  age  would  be  pro¬ 
tected  from  the  malady  or  if  Diphtheria  were  contracted  it 
would  be  of  a  mild  form.  It  behoves  all  parents  of  young  children 
to  take  advantage  of  the  scheme  already  in  being  in  the  Borough 
of  Sale  and  make  arrangements  to  have  their  children  immunised. 
This  can  be  done  through  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  by 
the  parents  own  medical  attendant. 

No  effort  should  be  spared  to  abate  this  dreadful  disease.
